Unseen Crisis 


Haunts A m e rica 


Although it la hard for most 
people to believe, the energy mal* 
remains with us despite the fact 
that there seems to be leas and less 
urgent Ute about ll these days 
The altitude of many people 
remind us of the little boy who did 
not study for the most important 
test of the school year Going into 
the classroom in the morning he 
lifted his eyes heaven ward and 
said. "Lord, ITI study for the next 
last 11 you'll pull me through this 
one ** 
The American people 
were 
lucky teat 
winter and pulled 
through the coldest winter rn 
recent American history While it 
la impossible to predict, 
the 
danger continues that a winier of 
frigid temperatures may once 
again close schools, factories and 
many businesses 
Unfortunately, 
many 
people 
have taken the coming of summer 
aa a signal that the crisis is over 
Oil and gas reserves have 
continued to drop sharply as 
consumer demand continues at 
steep levels One group of people 
have urged that the Congress 
permit prices of natural gas and 
oil produced domestically to rise 
Although this may aid some in the 
exploration of oil and natural gas, 
it is doubtful that in the long run it 
will effectively end the energy 
em u 
Foreign mi prices will no doubt 
continue to rise which will in turn 
mean that prices at the pump will 
also continue on the upward path 
Tile OPEC countries probably 
realise that their commodity u 
finite and will no doubt raise 
prices again in order to get the 
most for their product 
Within the next two or three 
years a new dimensions will be 
added to the oil and natural gas 
crisis the Soviet Union 
Russia at the present time has 
been producing enough petroleum 
to take care of it’s domestic in­ 
dustry, as well as exporting some 
to other Communist bloc allies 
Hut • IA reports indicate that in 


a few years the Western industrial 
nations can expect Russia to start 
purchasing large quantities oil 
from the Arab countries Thu 
basically means that there will 
probably be less for the industrial 
nations 
What can be done to prepare, or 
avoid, the energy crunch which u 
certain to come'* 
Voluntary measures may help 
some, bid lf "pa*! u prologue7, 
they will do little to help conserve 
fun 
Ruing prices may cid con­ 
sumption a little, but a ga rn many 
people are willing to shell out 
more and more money for fuel 
Rationing, that dreaded word 
which conjures up images of 
World War ll lines and shortages, 
may eventually be instituted as a 
last result to cut down on the 
consumption of fuel 
As king ss the United States and 
other nations continue to consume 
more and more uf a vitally 
depleting resource, there u bound 
to be trouble 
Recent 
newspaper 
headlines 
indicate that the supply of gas 
remains more than adequate, for 
the summer, but it is also an in­ 
dication of the problems which we 
face that such an article could 
appear on the front pages of many 
papers 
The Congress still fails to lake 
any definitive measures to help 
the U.S overcome the worst crisis 
we’ve faced since World War ll 
Congress is basically made up of 
men and women wtio have to think 
of the next election and do not 
want to push, much less pass the 
stern 
conservation 
measures 
which would be needed 


Let s not kid ourselves, the 
future we face is uncertain 
Measures to overcome this crisis 
are necessary and needed soon 
but, we think that American’s are 
equal to the crisis and should be 
ready to undertake the task before 
them 
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N ew Gun Laws O pposed 


Over the last few 
months, 
several public opinion polls and 
other surveys have begun to un­ 
derscore a point of considerable 
potential importance in national 
crime 
fighting 
policy 
The 
A erican public is doubtful about 
the "prevailing wisdom" that new 
gun controls are needed Sizeable 
numbers prefer instead to con­ 
centrate on enforcing existing 
laws 


Two surveys released earlier 
this year sum up public doubt and 
uncertainty The larger, a national 
sampling conducted in late March 
and early April by California's 
Decisionmaking 
Information 
(DMD, was commissioned by the 
strongly anti gun control Second 
Amendment 
Foundation 
of 
Bellevue, 
Washington. 
Those 
origins must be kept in mind 


Even so, of the 1,201 persons 
sampled, only 3 per cent spon­ 
taneously mentioned "gun con­ 
trol" as a step to reduce crime. As 
for existing gun controls, only 24 
per cent thought they had been 
effective in controlling crime, and 
only 21 per cent "strongly agree" 
that "strict gun controls would 
prove effective in reducing the 
number of crimes committed with 
guns." Another 31 per cent agree 
somewhat. When people were read 
a list of five anti-crime policies 
and asked to select the most ef­ 
fective, 32 per cent favored a 
mandatory prison sentence for 
firearms offenders, 26 per cent 
called for enforcement of laws 
presently in effect, 16 per cent 
called for firearms registration, 13 
per cent called for licensing 
firearms owners, and IO per cent 
called for outlawing all handguns. 


Taking all three "gun control” 
categories together, they received 
30 per cent support. 
if this sounds a bit contradictory 
- a majority believing that strict 


gun controls would work, but only 
39 
per 
cent 
favoring 
policy 
movement in that direction - a 
statewide Florida survey con 
dueled by Florida -Technological 


University 
and 
published 
in 
February yielded similar con­ 
fusion. Eighty per cent of the 


state’s 
residents 
believe 
all 
handguns should be registered. At 
the same time, 64 per cent are 
against a ban on ownership and 
me of handguns Moreoever, those 
interviewed 
thought 
that 


registration, restricted sales and 
other controls would affect only a 
small percentage of the violence 
committed by "Saturday Night 
Specials " Commenting on the 
results, project director Dr. Scott 
Burr admitted "there are no easy 
solutions, no ready made an­ 
swers." 


This public suspicion that gun 
control laws either haven’t been or 
won’t be terribly effective is borne 
out 
by 
recent 
studies. 
For 
example, Douglas R. Murray of 
the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin 


Sociology Department undertook 
a detailed comparison, published 
in the October, 1975 issue of 
"social Problems," relating the 
firearms laws of the various states 
to their crime rates. His con 


elusions: First, that "gun control 
laws have no significant effect on 
rates of violence beyond what can 
be attributed to background social 
conditions," and second, 
that 
handgun accessibility "seems to 


have no effect on rates of violent 
crime and firearms accidents, 
another reason why gun control 
laws are ineffective." 


So what does work? Apparently, 
it takes a tough new focus on 
criminals, not ordinary citizens. 


Again, let’s look at recent surveys. 
The Federal Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms has a 
program which concentrates on 
boosting enforcement of existing 
gun control laws. It has been 


tested in three cities - Boston, 
Washington 
and 
Chicago. 
Preliminary results published in 
April 1977 showed that robbery by 
firearms was down 30 40 per cent 
during 
various 
test 
periods, 
assault by firearms down IO 20 per 


cent, and murder by firearms 
down 16 32 per cent. Apparently 


the various types of aute and 
municipal gun control laws * 
whether lax or stiff • don’t mean 
very much, and the only real 


impact comes when there is a 
well-orchestrated attempt to in­ 
voke them in cracking down on 
criminals. 


lf applying the law against 
criminals rather than everyday 
citizens is critical, yet another 


survey suggests that putting or 
leaving handguns in the hands of 


Mr. and Mrs John Doe may ac­ 
tually be a plus for law en­ 
forcement. In the June-July 1976 


issue of "The Civil Liberties 
Review," University of St. Louis 
law professor Don B. Kates noted 


these striking achievements for 
civilian firearms defense training 
programs: 
"In 
1966, 
after 
Orlando, Florida conducted a 


highly publicized shooting course 
for over 6,000 women, it became 
the only city with a population 


over 100,000 which showed a 
decrease 
in 
crime. 
Rape, 
aggravated assault, and burglary 
were reduced by 90 per cent, 25 per 
cent, and 24 per cent respectively. 


After 
a 
similarly 
publicized 
program for retail merchants in 
Highland Park, Michigan, armed 
robberies dropped from a total of 


80 in a four-month period to zero in 
the succeeding four months. In 
Detroit, after grocers received 
firearms training and shot seven 
robbers, the number of armed 
robberies dropped by almost 90 


per cent." 
From all these surveys, then, 
the public is probably ahead of the 
experts in doubting the panaceas 


of sweeping new gun controls 
aimed at the general citizenry, 
and also in preferring that existing 


gun control laws be strongly en­ 
forced and that mandatory prison 
sentences be imposed on firearms 
offenders.

Every once in a whole Alda 
steps out from behind Hawkeye 
to prove it. as he did rn “ • Kins 
Rjv Vu” with Carol Burnett, 
and as he w ill do next fall in an 
NBC television film about Caryl 
Chessman, the “Lover s Lane ' 
rapist murderer who held the 
hangman at bay for years with 
legal appeals 
Alda s "« Kms R iv V u." of 
which he was co-director as 
well as male lead, was first 
broadcast in 1*74 and now w ill 
be shown again on CBS June
